Substance tests 
negative for 


anthrax

NORTH READING - The post 
office at 76 Main Street in 
North Reading through which 
residents of Wilmington and 
Tewksbury receive much of 
their mail had a scare this 
week when some white powder 
spilled from an envelope that 
passed through a sorting 
machine on Monday night. 

In a sign of the jumpy times 
in which we live, the substance 
has been tested to determine 
whether or not it is anthrax. 
According to North Reading 
Fire Chief Ed O’Brien, a test on 


the substance has come back 
with negative results, indicat- 
ing that the powder was not 
anthrax. 

Americans have been on edge 
these last couple of weeks 
because anthrax, a spore that 
is treatable in many instances 
but deadly in others, has been 
identified at locations in 
Florida, New York City and 
Washington D.C. The occur- 
rences, which, to date, has 
claimed one life in Florida, are 
currently being investigated to 
determine if indeed they are

Local firefighter 
struck on Route 93

WILMINGTON - A local fire- 
fighter is recovering favorably 
after being struck by an ambu- 
lance at the scene of an acci- 
dent on Route 93 on Thursday, 
October 11. 

At approximately 1:05 p.m. 
authorities were alerted that a 
white sedan travelling north- 
bound on Route 93 had been 
rear-ended by another vehicle 
and veered onto the median 
just before exit 39 at Concord 
Street. An ambulance and res- 
cue truck responded promptly 
to the scene, with engine 4 just 


moments behind. 

Once parked alongside the 
median, firefighter Walter 
Daley emerged from his rescue 
truck and walked to a compart- 
ment on the passenger’s side of 
the vehicle that contained some 
needed equipment. At that 
moment, a Trinity ambulance 
approached the scene from the 
passing lane. According to Fire 
Chief Daniel Stewart, the 
ambulance’s driver quite possi- 
bly did not notice Daley in time 
and swerved to the right at the 
last moment in order to avoid

raised flags to honor the firefighters and police officers, who, finally, at 
Jong last, have replaced overpaid athletes and rock stars as heroes. 

These arethe kids, led by dedicated and caring parents and teachers, 
who are going to grow up one day and lead the world. A child who today 
fulfills President Bush’s request of one of their hard-earned dollars to 
help freezing and starving children in Afghanistan is going to become 
an adult who tomorrow will set the tone between our nation and theirs. 

Adults in Wilmington and Tewksbury should be fiercely proud of 
their children. It is as difficult and scary and uncertain a time for them 
as it is for us, and they have moved forward with a character certain to 
make them the next great generation.

If you have not set your feeders 
out yet, be sure to clean and disin- 
fect them thoroughly before doing 
so. The best way to do that is to 
immerse the entire feeder in a 50- 
50 solution of raw bleach and hot 
water for an hour or so. Follow this 
witha soak or flush with clear, cold 
water, dry for a day and hang 
outside. As to feed, I suggest using 
sunflower seed only, not the mixed 
seed. The bags of mixed seed con- 
tain mostly those tiny, tan, milo 
and millet seeds, which the birds 
kick out while looking for the few 
sunflower seeds in the feeder. 

These tiny seeds will attract 
unwanted rodents, which we can 
all do without. If you don’t have a 
suet feeder, pick one up - they are 
inexpensive and will soon attract 
two or three species of woodpeck- 
ers to your yard, to go along with 
your “regular” visitors. Good qual~ 
ity suet is usually available at the 
area DeMoulas stores. 

Duringthesummer months, I've 
had many folks call to chat about 
birds. (This is fine - along with 
giant pumpkins and my six grand- 
children, “birds” are one of my

favorite topics). 
Oneof the most interesting calls 
was from Joy Costanza, who lives 
on Cunningham Street in Wilming- 
ton. On July 10, Joy spotted a bird 
in her yard which she had never 
seen before. Unable to identify it, 
she went to her “Peterson's East- 
ern Birds” and found the visitor on 
page 303, on the page of “Exotics.” 
The photo accompanying this ar- 
ticle shows the Chukar which Joy 
nursed back to health, and then 
released two weeks later. The im- 
mature bird was apparently 
suffering from hunger and dehy- 
dration when it was discovered. 
This bird is a specie of partridge, 
usually found in rocky desert can- 
yons out west. Over the years, 
hunters and naturalists have at- 
tempted to introduce them into New 
England, with only limited suc- 
cess. The last time a Chukar was 
seen in Wilmington was back in 
1995. Thanks, Joy, for reporting 
this most unusual bird, and send- 
ing along an excellent photo. 
Early in September Viola 
McMahon of Floradale Avenue, 
Wilmington called to report a visit 
by a Summer Tanager, (Pg. 261 in 
Peterson’s) a lovely rose-red bird 
rarely seen in this area. Viola also 


= reported hearing, but not seeing, 


the call of a Killdeer (Pg. 123 
Peterson’s), not especially rare 
hereabouts. 

About mid September, regular 
contributor Dick Wetzler of 
Fairmont Avenue in Wilmington 
called. Dick's question was - “What 
happened to my crows?” Wetzler 
usually has a half dozen or so 
friendly crows in his neighborhood 
and he was missing them. I men- 
tioned to Dick that “my” Crows 
had disappeared also, which 
prompted my call to friend and 
ornithologist Mark Wilson of 
Dunstable. (Wilson used to write 
the bimonthly “birding” column 
for the Globe). Mark says that 
crows have a highly structured 
social order, which includes at- 
tending periodic “Conventions,” 
often held in giant rookeries in late 
summer. His suggestion was that 
they will slowly drift back into 
their prior neighborhoods, the mass 
meetings usually lasting three or 
four weeks. So, hang in there Dick, 
your Crows, if not already back, 
will be seen soon. 

Innext month’s column we will 
start our annual winter census. I 
will begin the list, and then invite 
readers to call in “add-to’s.” This 
list will include only those species 
we see on and under our feeders, 
and will not include hawks and 
gulls 

Last winter we counted 25 win- 
tering species here in Wilmington 
and Tewksbury, which is about 
average for this area of Massachu- 
setts. Meanwhile, I again invite 
readers to phone me (evenings) if 
you have questions, or need help 
with identifications. I can be 
reached at 978-658-5852.

DiOrio reaches Europe’s highest peak

that the presence of these 
American climbers in their 
country would be legitimate. 
DiOrio and his fellow travelers 
arned about the: tour guides 
+ via the Internet. The team of 
climbers had to wire money 
ahead of time in order to 
reserve the tour guides and a 
translator. 

“We had to have faith that this 
wasn’t a hoax or scam,” says 

:Diorio. “We landed in Russia 
“hoping we had a translator and 
tour guide.” 

DiOrio’s wife, Cheryl, on the 
jgther hand, had to have faith 
7that her husband and his fellow 

dlimbers would be safe. 

“She was afraid for me at 
first,” says DiOrio, “but she’s a 
good egg. She was very sup- 
portive, and she even helped 
me shop for the right things 
that I needed for the trip.” 

None of the climbing team 
knew a lick of the Russian lan- 
guage. After the arrived in 
Russia and got off their plane, 
the climbers found a driver at 
the airport who was holding a 

yplacard with their names, a 
‘sight that deflated their fear of 
“not having a guide. 

“The first stage of climbing, 
which began on September 9, 
was more about becoming 
acclimated to the atmospheric 
changes. That first stage start- 
ed at 7,000 feet where they 
spent the night in a hut, sleep- 
ing in sleeping bags. 

“We would hike up and down, 
up and down the mountain to 
get used to the terrain and oxy- 
gen changes,” says Diorio. 

The second leg of the climb 
put DiOrio and the others at 
12,000 feet on their third day of 
climbing. They spent that third 
night at that height, and the 
next day they again climbed up 
and down to get acclimated to 
the oxygen difference and 
adjust their body to the atmos- 
pheric changes. 

“It snowed about ten inches 
on the peak that day,” recalls 
Diorio. “That gave us hope that 
tthe ice-covered peak would 
have snow covering it for a bet- 
ter grip.” 

! The third day of the climb 

‘started in the middle of the 

hight. It was a night that 

DiOrio won't soon forget. 

“I didn't sleep much that 

night,” he says. The hikers had 

fo rise at 1 a.m. for breakfast, 
was meat and soup. “The 

jety of getting up so early, 
reaching the summit that day, 
land the fierce terrain kept my 
inind busy, and I couldn't sleep 


but for two hours.” 

It would take DiOrio and the 
others ten hours to go from 
their camp of 12,000 feet to the 
summit, which was 6,500 feet 
higher. They had to'leave early, 
so that they would reach the 
summit by noon and avoid the 
storms inherent to the peak’s 
afternoon weather. It had been 
three days of intense climbing 
and adjustment for Diorio and 
his team. 

On that fourth day, September 
12, Diorio once again donned 
his 40-pound backpack and 
headed for the peak. 

“It was the toughest day. of my 
life,” states Diorio. “Ten hours 
of extreme hiking, the longest b 
ever hiked in one shot.” 

The last bit of the climb, 
which was a 2,000-foot vertical 
wall of rock, went extremely 
slow. The last 1,000 feet made it 
so difficult to breathe that the 
climbers had to walk a few 
steps and rest, a pace that 
made that final stretch last two 
hours. 

“We walked for thirty seconds 
and rested for thirty seconds 
because the air was so thin up 
there,” says DiOrio. 

Once they reached the sum- 
mit of Mount Elbrus, they 
remained up there for 20 min- 
utes and took in the breathtak- 
ing, rewarding view. 

“We took a picture of each 
other and stood in amazement 
at the unbelievable sights,” 
remembers DiOrio. “There was 
a sense of personal satisfac- 
tion. To reach the top was very 
gratifying,” 

DiOrio and his friends had to 
leave the peak before the 
storms started, so that they 
would have the time and proper 
conditions under which they 
could reach their camp at the 
12,000-foot mark. -The descent 
lasted six hours. 

“Seeing the Caspian Sea in 
the distance and looking over 
Georgia was breathtaking,” 
says Diorio. ¢ 

The crew left on September 5 
to conquer a mountain that 
appeared majestic and exhila- 
rating. Their success had 
changed their sense of accom- 

i , and Diorio’s birth- 
day had brought another mile- 
stone when, on 19, 
he turned 50 years old. He beat 
age 50 up the mountain, as his 
birthday was celebrated after 
the climb while the men toured 
the Kremlin and the Red 


Square. 

Diorio’s iron will can be found 
in his conditioning for his big 
Russian climb. For practice, 


Diorio and his climbing partner 
climbed Mount Washington in 
New Hampshire once every two 
weeks for the last couple ot 
months. Diorio never climbs 
alone and warns of the dangers 
of climbing solo. 

In February of this year, 
Diorio and his climbing partner 
climbed Mount Washington, 
when the temperature was 10 
degrees below zero, in order to 
get a feel for the cold that they 
would experience on Mount 
Elbrus. They also spent the 
night on Mount Washington, 
sleeping in their sleeping bags, 
without any other means for 
shelter. The sleeping bag that 
he uses promises to keep him 
insulated up to 30 degrees 
below zero. 

“With the right kind of sleep- 
ing bag, you can stay in just 
about any kind of weather,” 
states Diorio 

Another expedition of mostly 
Russian climbers were headed 
up the mountain as Diorio and 
his team were going down it 
On September 13, they met the 
Russian team who, in broken 
English, explained that a plane 
had hit the World Trade Center 
in New York City and that ter- 
rorism was suspected. It was 
some three days later in 
Moscow that DiOrio realized 
that two planes had hit the 
Manhattan landmark. With 
only Russian television and 
newspapers, Diorio and his fel- 
low Americans couldn’t fully 
comprehend the scope of the 
U.S. tragedy. Amidst the horror

To fin 
ish such a task, unly lo realize 
that the worid they knew goin 
up the mountain hud changed 
while in pursuit of their chal- 
lenge, put their accomplish- 
ment in perspective. 

Last year. Diorio had a per 
sonal challenge of riding 10 
miles on his bike in a single 
day, and he did it. He wanted to 
ride in a hot air balloon, and he 
did it.

“The MBTA is proposing 209 
parking spaces total, with 189 
for commuters and 20 for town 
use," says Superintendent 
Onusseit. He indicates that the 
MBTA joined with 
MassHighway to try to allevi- 
ate the impacts that the new 
station would have on the road- 
way. 

The entire project was adver- 
tised for bids earlier this year, 
and G. Conway of Charlestown 
was awarded the contract. 
Their bid was $6.2 million. The 
MBTA is the project, manager 
and supervisor of construction 
for the new facility as well as 
the roadway improvements. 
MassHighway will own the 
roadway. the improvements 
and the drainage structures 
once the project is complete. 
They will be responsible for all 
maintenance on the roadway. 

“The foundation work is com- 
pleted for the overhead canopy 
for the new MBTA station,” 
says William Howell, the 
Deputy Director of 
Construction for the MBTA 
According to Deputy Director 
Howell. the MBTA station is 


scheduled for completion by 
August of 2002. A portion of the 
parking lot has been paved and 
the majority of the drainage 
fixtures inside the parking lot 
have been installed 

The Route 38 roadway 
improvements are scheduled 
for completion by May of 2003 
Those dates are tentative, and 
the contractor may choose to 
accelerate the progress or 
apply for an extension, if 
unforeseen circumstances pre- 
vent the completion of the work 
as scheduled.

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Rams fall short against 
Greater Lawrence

Now the Shawsheen Tech foot- 
ball team knows how Florida State 
and the Buffalo Bills felt after they 
lost big games on failed field goal 
attempts. . 

The Rams lost their homecom- 
ing game at Samuel J. Cassidy 
Field, 8-7, Saturday to Common- 
wealth Large Conference foe 
Greater Lawrence in their own 
version of 'wide right’, as junior 
Derek Vacca's 32-yard field goal 
attempt in the final moments of the 
game sailed outside the upright. 

"He's a great kicker and he's 
going to be kicking for us for a 
couple of years," said Shawsheen 
head coach Al Costabile about his 
kicker, who also missed field goals 
of 41 and 46 yards in the game. "He 
can kick, and I won't hesitate to 
use him." 

The loss was especially disap- 
pointing considering the play of 
Shawsheen's defense, which held 
Greater Lawrence to 160 yards of 
offense. 

"Defensively, Ithought that was 
the best defensive game since I've 
been here," said Costabile. "I 
thought Coach (Jim) Deluca, our 
defensive coordinator, had a great 
game plan. I thought the kids ex- 
ecuted it beautifully. We gang tack- 
led like we knew we had to do.” 

The Rams (4-2 overall, 0-2 in 
conference play) defense came up 
big in the final two minutes of the 
game to give Vacca his chance to 
win it. Senior Scott Wiitala sacked 
Reggies quarterback Dave Marion 
for a loss of five yards on a third 


down-and-13 play with 2:28 left. On 
fourth down from their own 16, the 
Reggies punted and Nick Maynard 
returned the ball 25 yards to the 
Greater Lawrence 19. 

Shawsheen went 4 yards inthree 
plays to set up the kick attempt, 
which went wide with 23 seconds to 
play. 

"We don't have a lot of experi- 
ence going into the year, and that's 
how you get better," said Costabile. 
"You get into dogfights like this 
and you stand toe-to-toe and you 
slug it out right to the very end. 
That's all you can ever ask young 
men to do." 

Thedefensive struggle produced 
a scoreless first half of play. 
Shawsheen's best chance to put 
points on the board came just be- 
fore the end of the first quarter. 
Vacca rushed for 26 yards on a 
seven-play drive as the Rams en- 
tered Reggies' territory for the first 
time in the game. On fourth-and-12 
from the Greater Lawrence 29, the 
Rams sent out the field goal team 

Vacca's kick was tipped at the 
line, and still fell just a few yards 
shy of the goal posts. 

"He told me at halftime, he said 
‘I nailed that one coach'," said 
Costabile. 

Greater Lawrence (3-2, 1-1) had 
the best scoring chance of the half, 
as it marched to the Shawsheen 16 
in seven plays in the final 2:30 
before the break 

However, cornerback Brad 
Lawrenson, of Wilmington, inter- 
cepted a Marion pass at the 3-yard 
line and returned it to the 
Shawsheen 9, 


In the third quarter, 
Shawsheen put up the game's first 
points with 2:32 to play in the 
period. Sophomore quarterback 
Matt Williams, who completed 
only twopasses onthe day, capped 
a six-play drive with a 43-yard 
touchdown pass to Lawrenson on 
third-and-11. 

Greater Lawrence answered 
with 6:56 to play in the fourth 
quarter. Marion ledthe teamona 
71-yard scoring drive. Fullback 
Nick Flanagan broke loose on a 
fourth-and-one play upthe middle 
for a 26-yard touchdown run. 

‘The Reggies madea gutsy call 
and went for two. Halfback Nick 
Gomez scored on an option pitch 
totheright, whichstaked Greater 
Lawrence to an 8-7 lead. 

Shawsheen moved theball well 
on its next possession. The big 
play of the drive was a screen 
pass from Williams to Vacca for 
46 yards. 

"That was well executed," said 
Costabile. "That was one of the 
most well-executed screen plays 
you can see. He (Williams) held it 
long enough to have the defense 
come where we need it to come, 
deep into the backfield and open 
it up. And he delivered it per- 
fectly, we got a couple of good 
blocks on it and Derek made a 
good run up the sideline." 

However, the Rams only 
moved the ball up to the Reggies 
24-yard line and Vacca's 41-yard 
field goal attempt fell 1 yard short 
with 3:13 to play. 


Solid Rams’ defense 
led by Verrocchio

Any doubts about the respect 
Shawsheen Tech defensive end 
Jeremy Verrocchio has earned this 
season were put to rest Saturday in 
the Rams' 8-7 Commonwealth 
Large Conference loss to Greater 
Lawrence. 

In the first half, the Shawsheen 
defense held Reggies star running 
back Melvin Gomez to just 49 yards 
and kept Greater Lawrence out of 
the end zone, Verrocchio, a Tewks- 
bury resident who registered eight 
solo tackles in Shawsheen's win 
over Chelsea, was on pace tomatch 
his total from the Rams' previous 
game. 

However, the Reggies changed 
their offense in the second half. 
‘The 6-foot, 175-pound senior was on 
the left end of Shawsheen's de- 
fense, so Greater Lawrence started 
running almost exclusively to the 


left. 

"It gets frustrating because you 
want to make tackles, you want to 
hit," said Verrocchio. "You basi- 
cally just try and take out their 
lead blocker, get to the play when 
you can, gang tackle:" 

Verrocchio and the Shawsheen 
defense have matched-up withsome 
speedy, talented backs in almost 
every game this season and 
achieved varying degrees of suc- 


cess. Whenever the Rams have 
managed to stop the run, 
Verrocchio has been right in the 
thick of things 

"He's gotten better every single 
week," said Shawsheen head coach 
Al Costabile. "Right now, he's a 
leader of our defensive line, He's 
agile and he's quick, but he's just 
doing the right things. He's react- 
ing to what's being taught to him 
very, very well.

"He's a tough kid and I'm so 
impressed with his defensive end 
play."

Verrocchio made lite aitucult for 
Gomez. On a second-and-long in 
the second quarter, Verrocchio 
prevented a long run by bringing 
Gomez down after a 3-yard gain. 
Later in the quarter, he helped 
take Gomez down for a Joss of 3 
yards on a pitch to the left 

"I just try and read the guy 
ahead to see which way he's block- 
ing and breakdown my spot," said 
Verrocchio about stopping big-time 
runners. 

The Reggies' only score of the 
game came in the fourth quarter 
on a 26-yard run up the middle by 
fullback Nick Flanagan. All 
Verrocchio could do was watch as 
the Rams fell behind in the game. 

"I was on the outside, so I was 
keeping the outside contained," said 


Verrocchio. "Next thing I know, 
he was running straight up the 
middle. I didn't even see what 
happened there." 

Verrocchio's presence on the 
Rams involves more than hard 
hits and hustle. 

"He's become more ofa leader, 
he'sdefinitely stepped it up," said 
Costabile. "We talked to him about 
how you don't have to be a cap- 
tain to be a leader. We talked to 
him a lot about that in the 
offseasort because he was one of 
our only returning starters. And 
he got the message." 

Don'texpecttosee Verrocchio 
inthelocker room with pompoms 
anytime soon. 

"I just try and lead by ex- 
ample and do all my talking on 
the fic!d," said Verrocchio. "I'm 
not a big yeller in the locker 
Toom." 

Now that Shawsheen has suf- 
fered two conference losses, the 
Rams' Super Bowl hopes are 
pretty much shattered. However, 
that's not going tostop Verrocchio 
from hustling and hitting the way 
he has all season for the Rams. 

Said Verrocchio, "We just have 
to bounce back like it never hap- 
pened. Play every game as hard 
as we can, keep it up and go for 
the rest of the wins.”

Chelmsford, Billerica and Cen- 
tral Catholic arealways very good 
This year add a very explosive 
offensive team in Andover, a sur- 
prising undefeated squad in Lowell, 
and right around the corner is an- 
other upand coming Haverhill team 
which is coming off a huge win 
against Billerica on Friday night 

Somewhere in the middle of all 
of that is Tewksbury. The other 
MVC teams hate playing the 
Redmen because of their tough- 
ness, their sense of pride, their 
resilience, and just the way they 
play the game on the gridiron 

This year's Tewksbury team 
isn’t as talented, or as deep as 
other Tewksbury teams froma few 
years ago. But they have that fight 
in them which has kept them in 
basically every game. 

This past Saturday in week five 
of schoolboy football Lowell was 
just too good especially their one 
Tunning back who stole the show 
and then some. 

Lowell improved to 6-0 on Sat- 
urday after putting up 435 total 
yards of offense against the 
Redmen, who fell to2-4 after the 43: 
26 loss. Senior running back Jeff 
Ross ended up with 336 of Lowell's 
total yards with 302 of them coming 
on the ground. 

Whether Tewksbury had a Su- 
per Bow! team or a 2-4 team, Ross 
still would have been too much for 
them - the kid is a premier running 
back, who is strong, who hits the 


hole hard and who certainly has 
speed to burn. 

“A few times we couldn't catch 
him and a few times we missed 
tackling him,” said Tewksbury 
coach Brian Aylward talking about 
Ross. “Our focus all week in prac- 
tice was how to stop Ross. We 


needed to have three or four hel- 
mets on the kid everytime he 
touched the ball. 

We needed all 11 guys on de- 
fense flying around - I don’t know 
what happened. But I'll say this 
that Ross is the best back we've 
seen all season and we've seen 
some really good ones.” 

Ross couldn’t be stopped all day 
- last week Billerica couldn't stop 
himeither and they were picked up 
one Boston newspaper to win the 
entire league. Ross took the ball 29 
times rushing for 302 yards. At 
halftime he had rushed for 195 yards 
and that doesn’t include a 60-yard 
run which was called back because 
of a Lowell penalty. 

“[Ross] hada great game,” said 
Tewksbury quarterback Mike 
Rocco who returned to action after 
a broken ankle and he had a tre- 
mendous game himself. “He's a big 
running back. [Lowell] had two 
big quality running backs, We tried 
tostop them the best we could. You 
Just try to tough it out and re- 
bound.” 

Lowell held a 21-14 lead at half- 
time but broke the game wide open 
in the third quarter before 
Tewksbury got the game back to 
respectability in the final quarter. 
John Dolan scored Lowell’s first 
touchdown on a 4-yard run with 
3:32 to go in the first quarter. Three 
scrimmage plays later, Rocco hit 


Matt McGinnis (9 catches, 152 
yards, 2 touchdowns) on a flee- 
flicker. McGinnis was double cov- 
ered and on top of that was inter- 
fered with but hesomehow caught 
the ball around the 30 yard line 
and ran it in for the 59-yard TD. 
Bob Ullo’s kick was good and the 
game was tied at 7 

Just 9 seconds into the sec- 
ond quarter. Ross took a hand-off 
from the Lowell 15 and went to 
the right before cutting back to 
the corner and he was gone from 
there for the 85-yard TD run. 
Ross was at it again on Lowell's

Emergencies and laser surgery 


Firemen, policemen and 
others involved in hazardous 
duty have long understood 
the disadvantages of wearing 
glasses and contact lenses in 
emergency situations. 
Glasses can be broken, lost 
‘or get in the way of special 
equipment, while contact 
lenses may not be functional 
due to smoke, chemical or 
ash in the air. 

According to Stoneham 
and Medford ophthalmic sur- 
geon Dr. Will Horsley, fire- 
men often choose laser 
vision surgery because glass- 
es are cumbersome under 
their helmets and contact 
lenses can become totally 
dysfunctional in situations 
with heavy smoke and ash. 
Refractive surgery is also 
approved for pilots by the 
Federal Aviation 
Administration. 

- Dr. Horsley says refractive 
surgery is also common in 
the military where wearing 
glasses or contact lenses can 
actually be hazardous in 
combat situations. In fact, he 
‘says, the U.S. military ser- 


vices have several Excimer 
laser facilities, including one 
in San Diego where the Navy 
treats members of its Navy 
Seals unit. “They feel that in 
a combat situation, glasses 
and contact lenses would be 
less safe and practical than 
having a laser treated eye 
that does not require an opti- 
cal crutch or prosthesis,” 
says Dr. Horsley. 

“tn an emergency situa- 
tion where vision may be 


critical for safety or even 
survival, it’s very important 
that a person retain their 
ability to see clearly. The 
failure of eyeglasses or con- 
tact lenses can leave some 
people virtually blind,” 
according to Dr. Horsley. 

Not everyone is a good 
candidate for refractive eye 
surgery and anyone who is 
interested should be careful- 
ly screened by an experi- 
enced ophthalmic surgeon. 
Dr. Horsley suggests that 
anyone interested in refrac- 
tive vision correction select a 
practice where the physician

_ YOUR CAT’S VACCINATIONS 


Years ago all vaccinated cals received every avai- 
able shot. This practice has become less common, 
especially as some cats have experienced vaccine- 
‘associated sarcomas - cancerous tumors that devel- 
‘0p at a vaccination site, frequently in response to the 
feline leukemia and rabies shots. Every cat does not 
necessarily need every available vaccine, and owners 
myst make decisions based on their cat's risk factors. 
‘An indoor cat is unlikely to contract the feline 
leukemia virus because it is not exposed to infected 
cats. Other factors worth considering include the 
setiousness of a potential disease, whether itis trans- 
missible to humans (ike rabies), the cat’s age and 
Overall health, the vaccine’s potential risks and pro- 
tection ability, and the cat's previous reactions to vac- 
canes.
